Do You Remember? 


Models exist for legalizing pot 


J ustin Trudeau seems to be 
moving quickly on some of 
his campaign promises. 
Let's hope, despite the eager 
anticipation of some youth 
across the country, he doesn't 
rush on his promise to legalize 
marijuana - he needs to 
proceed with caution. 

He hasn't made it clear how 
he intends to move forward, 
but he has promised to make it 
more difficult for young people 
to obtain marijuana, not easier. 

We have some examples of 
what is already out there to 
show us what might work and 
what might not. 

The federal government 
gave us evidence of what could 
turn disastrous when it created 
residential medical marijuana 
licences, but then learned from 
its mistakes and very carefully 
crafted legislation to allow tightly- 


must follow local planning 
policies, and depend on mail 
order for sales and delivery. 

Although retail sales are 
likely to be a component of 
recreational marijuana, we 
have no further to look than 
the control and taxation of 
alcohol and tobacco sales, 
which vary from province to 
province. Trudeau has said 
he doesn’t favour corner store 
sales because that would 


make it too easy for youth to 
purchase pot, so the Ontario 
LCBO model might be a way to 

And it would not be a 
surprise to see Niagara, with its 
large number of greenhouses 
and growers, be part of the 
model. Niagara-on-the-Lake 
is, after all, home to one of the 
largest, if not the largest, legal 
medical marijuana facilities in 
Canada - possibly the world 

- with space to expand. The 
Ottawa-based company that 
owns Tweed Farms has seen 
its stock skyrocket since the 
federal election last week put 
Trudeau in a position to move 
ahead with legalization of 
recreational marijuana. 

We can foresee interesting 
future battles at the town hall, 
but Tweed Farms is proving 
that under Health Canada 
regulations marijuana can be 
grown and distributed safely 
and responsibly. 

NOTL has the first legal 
commercial facility in Niagara, 
but other mumcipahues, 
including Fort Erie, are dealing 
with their own legislation 
as potential operators look 
for appropriate locations 
and apply for licences. 

Something to consider 

- Niagara a destination for 
wine, craft beer, and regulated 
oudets for pot? It doesn’t seem 


too long ago that our town 
stewards were looking at how to 
best regulate fledgling wineries 
as part of the value-added 
agricultural industry. We’ve 
come a long way, baby. 

And just as the conversation 
continues about taxation for 
alcohol and wine industries, 
it will surely be part of the 
marijuana discussion, that will 
also include keeping profits 
out of the hands of organized 
crime and producing revenue 
for the government that will 
help to fund addiction and 
education programs. 

Allowing the governments, 
likely a combination of federal, 
provincial and even municipal, 
to take control of cannabis 
production and distribution, 
seems like a likely answer for 
creating a safer environment 
for marijuana use, the same 
way bureaucracy has for the 
use of alcohol and tobacco 
- not without its issues, but 
which continues to progress 
toward allowing adults to make 
their own choices under the 
best protection possible. 

For many of us, it’s a difficult 
concept to accept - although 
marijuana has been part of our 
culture since the '60s, it hasn't 
been as mainstream as alcohol 
and tobacco. 

That might be about to

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Park to close 
for deer hunt 


Short Hills Provincial Park will host 
the aboriginal deer hunt again this year 
for two weekends in November. 

The Ministry of Natural Resources 
and Forestry announced on Monday 
that the park will be closed to the public 
during the hunt on Nov. 14 and 15 and 
again on Nov. 28 and 29. 

The hunt will begin a half hour before 
sunrise until a half hour after sunset 
each of those days. 

The Ministry said the deer hunt is a 
traditional activity recognized through 
Aboriginal and treaty rights and gives 
Aboriginal hunters the opportunity to 
harvest deer for food. 

Three hunts have taken place at Short 
Hills since January 2013 and all have 
attracted protests. 


Recently, residents raised concerns at 
Niagara Regional council on Oct. 1, ask¬ 
ing that safety protocols during the hunt 
be reviewed and enforced. 

Those concerns included people 

ongoing, hunters breaching designated 
hunting zones and the number of hunt¬ 
ers allowed within the park at one time. 

The ministry said in its statement 
Monday that Aboriginal hunters will 
use archery equipment and will follow a 
mandatory safety protocol. 

The hunt will happen in the south 
part of the park, with the least amount 
of development and trails. 

Park staff will monitor access points 
to alert the public the park is closed for 
their safety.
